Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 26 July 2002 fails to comply with 37

2. Claims 1 1-32 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art made of record failed to teach a phase modulator circuit 
comprising a negative impedance amplifier operable for reflecting and amplifying a 
signal applied to the amplifier.
